FASTEST AIRLINER 
MISSING: 9 ABUARD 


Two Children Among 
Those Feared Dead in 
Crash Near Los Angeles. 


LOS ANGELES, May 17.—(?)— 
Seven adults and two children 
were feared dead . tonight In a 
giant skyliner that vanished bare- 
ly outside the city in a fog so dense 
that it blocked land and air 
searchers. 

Five hundred men unsuccess- 
fully hunted in the Sierra Madre 
mountains less than 50 miles from 
here for the lost Lockheed Electra 
plane that had been labeled “thé 
world’s fastest commercia]  air- 
liner,” capable of 250 miles an 
hour. The $80,000 ship was not 
on a regular flight but was be- 
ing “ferried” to St. Paul via Las 
Vegas, Nev., to be delivered to 
Northwest Airlines. 

The plane was unreported since 
2 p. m. (Pacific standard time) 
yesterday. Searchers believed the 
ship crashed before reaching Dag- 
gett, where it was to pick up the 
radio beam and proceed to Las 
Vegas. 

The pilot’s route over the Sierra 
Madre range was a relative “short 
cut.” Regular commercial flights 
skirt the edge, using a radio beam 
the entire distance. 

Among the passengers on the 
missing plane arc the two small 
children of Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
L. Salisbury, of St. Paul. Salis- 
bury, an engineer from NWA, had 
brought his family here while he 
oversaw final construction work 
on the transport.

One of the bodies was identified 
as Mike Feore, 63, of New Or- 
leans, employed by an Atlanta 
produce concern. He was identi- 
fied by a son, W. P. Feore, of Mo- 
bile, Ala. The body was taken to 
Brandon-Bond-Condon. 

Two other bodies, a man and a 
woman, were found at about 8:30 
o’clock last night, side by side on 
a mattress near the elevator shaft 
in the center of the building. 


Feore’s Body No. 31. 

Feore’s body was the 31st to be 
taken from the charred hull of the 
burned hotel. It was found bur- 
ied deep in debris on the fourth 
floor, near the rear of the build- 
ing. The body was lowered to 
the ground in a net, as his son 
and the son’s wife looked on. 


The man and the woman, whose 
bodies were the 32d and 33d, re- 
spectively, to be removed, were 
found about 15 minutes after 
Feore’s body was recovered. They 
were on a mattress, and apparent- 
ly had suffocated. The bodies 
were not: burned, and peaceful ex- 
pressions on their faces led fire- 
men to conjecture they died in 
their ‘sleep.

PHILADELPHIA, May 17.—() 
Candidates supported by CIO 
Leader John L. Lewis fell stead- 
ily behind early today in returns 
from Pennsylvania primary vot- 
ing that climaxed a bitter faction- 
al row which split the state’s New 
Deal forces. 


Gifford Pinchot, seeking the 
Republican gubernatorial nomi- 
nation a third time at 72, trailed 
Arthur H. James, superior court 
judge, and at 11:10 p. m., Atlanta 
time, conceded his defeat. 

In the Democratic gubernatorial 
fight, Pittsburgh’s Charles Alvin 
Jones, backed by the Democratic 
state committee, led CIO-support- 
ed Thomas Kennedy by 271,515 
to 198,592 on the basis of returns 
from 3,310 of Pennsylvania’s 
8,075 election districts. Inde- 
pendent Charles J. Margiotti was 
a poor third with 74,390. 

Governor George H. Earle, run- 
ning on-the ‘state committee ticket. 
with Jones, jumped into a long 
lead—-320,775 to 112,762 in 3,148 
precincts—over* Mayor S. Davis 
Wilson, of Philadelphia, who ran 
on the Kennedy slate. 

In Philadelphia, Governor Earle 
piled up a four-to-one lead: over 
Mayor Wilson in their battle. 

Returns from 2,457 districts 
gave Judge James 331,066 to 145,- 
487 for former Governor Pinchot. 

Davis Trails, Recovers. 

Silver-haired Senator James J. 
(Puddler Jim) Davis, after trail- 
ing State Senator G. Mason Ow- 
lett on first returns for the Re- 
publican senatorial nomination, 
moved into a long lead with 
3,151 districts heard from.

The 29th body, also a man, was 
found shortly before 4 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon, buried deep in 
debris near the rear of the build- 
ing, toward the new post office. 
Searchers said the body was in 
the worst condition of any yet 
foun 

The body, unidentified, also 
was taken to the establishment 
of Harry G. Poole. 

“More in There.” 

Fire Chief Parker reiterated pre- 
vious statements that “there are 
more in there.” He added _ he 
would not be “surprised by the 
number,” but said he could not 
estimate how many additional 
bodies may be recovered. 

An unexpected development oc- 
curred with the appearance of 
Henry Jackson, negro cook in the 
hotel restaurant, who had _ been 
missing since the fire roared 
through the hotel from basement 
kitchen to roof. 

Jackson told police he was so 
frightened after escaping from the 
blazing kitchen that he “ran home 
and stayed there.” 

He said he left the kitchen for 
a few minutes early Monday

He said he heard no blast and 
knew of no attempts to start a 
fire in the main heating boiler. 

He added, however, that he had 
not been called upon to start a 
heater fire. Chief Parker said 
Monday he was investigating re- 
ports a guest had complained of 
being cold and that a hotel em- 
ploye had gone into the basement 
to see about heat. 

The chief said rapidity with 
which flames spread caused him 
to believe “flames were blown all 
over at once.” 

Andrew Jones, city fire inspec- 
tor, said he had been called twice 
in the past three years to the hotel 
to inspect a smoking ventilator 
shaft which ran from the basement 
kitchen to the roof of the build- 
ing. 

He said the ventilator fan, when 
last insected, was covéred with 
grease and dust. He pointed out 
this put an added strain on the fan 
motor, which might cause it to 
spark and consequently ignite the 
grease. 

“With the shaft full of grease 
and with air current, flames would 
be shot up like a blow torch,” he 
said. 

Meanwhile, five persons burned 
or injured in the fire, called by 
Chief Parker the ‘‘deadliest in the 
city’s history,” remained in seri- 
ous condition at Grady hospital. 

One was dismissed, however. 

He was Gilléan P. Jones, 65, who 
suffered severe nervous shock. 

Those still in the hospital in- 
cluded Mrs. W. Guy Coleman, 
widow of a former city alderman, 
who was removed alive.from the 
burned building. She was report- 
ed in critical condition. 

William A. Clapp, 39, badly 
burned, was reported still in seri- 
ous condition; Ben L. Berry,- 70, 
of 1506 Boulevard, N. E., clerk, 
badly burned, poor condition; Mrs. 
George P. Jones, overcome by 
smoke, serious condition, and Fire- 
man A. Crumley, fair condition.

TO SURRENDER BODY 


Overstreet Family Fire Dead 
Are Reunited by Court 
Order. 


Bodies of members of Lewis 
Overstreet’s family—all victims of 
the Terminal hotel fire—were re- 
united last night after a municipal 
court ruling directed a funeral 
home to give up the body of the 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Emma Al- 


bert Bacon, whose charred body 
was uncovered yesterday. 

The bodies of Overstreet’s wife 
and three children—Jacqueline, 
11, and the 9-year-old twins, Jim- 


imy and Jean—were at the Harry 


G. Poole Funeral Home, where fu- 
neral arrangements were being 
delayed until the body of Mrs. 
Bacon could be found. 

Found at Noon. 

Mrs. Bacon’s body was found at 
noon yesterday. Two hours later 
the body was identified by Over- 
street at the West Side Funeral 
Home. He recognized the body as 
that of his mother-in-law by a 
ring ona finger. 

The West Side Funeral Home, 
however, refused to give up Mrs. 
Bacon’s body until a $50 expense 
bill was paid, it was contended in 
court yesterday afternoon. : 

Court proceedings followed ob- 
taining of a possessory warrant 
from municipal court by Attorney 
B. J. Dantone, representing Over- 
street. The plea for recovery of 
the body was taken before Chief 
Judge Luther Z. Rosser. 

At the hearing before Judge 
Rosser, Dantone contended the 
West Side Funeral Home had tak- 
en the body without authority and 
was continuing to hold the body. 
The court was informed by the at- 
torney that the original “expense 
charge” of $50 was later reduced 
to $35. 

Manager Testifies. 

On the other hand, E. H. Lank- 
ford, manager of the West Side 
Funeral Home, said from the stand 
he was willing to turn the body 
over to funeral directors Over- 
street desired without making any 
charges whatever. 

“The body came in unidentified 
and something needed to be done 
at once. I did what I thought was 
right,” Lankford said. 

“Mr. Lankford has made a 
statement the court approves of 
highly,” Judge Rosser said. “In 
such a catastrophe as this we have 
to do what we can to help those 
who need it. If any drain on this 
man caused by the city’s lax fire 
laws, or whatever might have 
caused this disastrous fire, can be 
saved, it’s up to us to do it.” 

Judge Rosser ruled that no court 
costs be assessed and that the body 
be turned over to the Poole Fu- 
neral Home, where arrangements 
already had been made. He ruled 
that Overstreet pay West Side $10 
for ambulance fees.

Intention to make a “thorough 
shakedown” of circumstances sur- 
rounding the Terminal hotel fire 
designed “to prevent recurrence 
of such a tragic disaster to At- 
lanta,” was disclosed yesterday by 
the Fulton county grand jury, A 
conference on the matter with city 
officials was scheduled for 10:30 
o'clock tomorrow morning.

Opinion Deadlocked on Question. 

But the deadlock of opinion on 
the question indicates that if the 
drive for legalized lotteries ex- 
tends to other states beside New 
York, it will probably cause a 
lively and dramatic controversy, 
with strong forces deployed on 
both sides.

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UNTAXED REAL PROPERTY 

Thought provoking statistics are provided in 
a report by the United States bureau of the 
census revealing the proportion of city real 
estate which, for one reason or another, is ex- 
empt from taxation. The report follows a sur- 
vey which covered 52 of the 94 cities in the 
country having a population of more than 
100,000. 

It is shown that 22 per cent of the real prop- 
erty in these cities pays no taxes. However, 
the bureau concedes that this figure may be 
higher than the true facts, due to the habit 
of some cities in’ valuing their untaxed prop- 
erties at the full market price whereas, in many 
instances, only the taxation-assessed value is 
given for the taxable properties. 

The untaxed properties include those owned 
and occupied by federal, state or local govern- 
ments, properties used for private education, 
for religious and charitable purposes and, in 
some cities, properties of fraternal and social 
organizations, cemeteries, homesteads, housing, 
slum clearance, publicly-owned utilities, priv- 
ately-owned railroads assessed and taxed on 
other than ad valorem basis, etc. 

Atlanta lists comparatively small amounts 
of such tax exempt property. In this city the 
proportion to total assessments is only 11.9 per 
cent. Only three other cities, Detroit, Akron 
and Spokane, have lower ratios than this. 

For the 52 cities as a whole, the total value 
of real property not taxed is placed at $11,084,- 
918,000, of which $7,912,985,000 is publicly owned 
and $5,171,933,000 is privately owned. 

The value of untaxed property in Atlanta is 
placed at $31,750,000, of which $24,394,000 is 
publicly owned and $7,356,000 is privately owned. 

There is no doubt many of these untaxed 
properties are rightfully exempt but it is prob- 
able that, in some instances, exemption has 
been granted where it should not be. In such 
instances, the burden is simply transferred from 
the shoulders of those who should pay to the 
general taxpayers, making their load that much 
heavier. 


AIR MAIL WEEK 


Twenty years ago when Lieutenant James C. 
Edgerton, U. 8. A., took off at Philadelphia for 
Washington with 22 pounds of air mail—the 
first ever flown in the United States—the event 
was nothing to get excited about. The country 
was at war. The great drive, culminating in 
military victory, was in the making on the 
French front. -A mere airplane flight on a 
peaceful mission between two American cities, 
regardless of the circumstances, was distinctly 
not news. The people were engrossed in war. 

It is decidedly appropriate, however, to pause 
this week, set aside to celebrate the twentieth 
anniversary of the first flight, to appraise the 
development of air mail since that event. From

this small beginning there is now scarcely a. 


city of commercial importance that is not 
reached by regularly scheduled mail planes. 
And in contemplation of spreading the net- 
work to every corner of the country, special 
flights will be made during the week to many 
small towns never before reached by air mail. 

Edgerton’s flight was made in a little re- 
modelled “jenny” which had been used exten- 
sively for training. The very day before the 
scheduled flight the plane arrived at the start- 
ing point packed in crates. It had to be as- 
sembled and tested. The picture wasn’t bright. 
But in those days nothing was particularly 
bright. Every job had to be done under ex- 
treme handicap. But the war had taught the 
people how to overcome great obstacles. So 
the plane was ready in time and the first air 
mail delivered safely. 

From this small beginning, more or less ex- 
perimental, millions of pounds of air mail are 
now carried annually over the entire North and 
South American continents and across the Pa- 
cific ocean. Plans are rapidly being perfected 
to span the Atlantic with regular flights. 

In two decades air mail service has far out- 
stripped the growth of regular mail in any 
similar period of the nation’s history.

GEORGIA’S NEW PENAL SYSTEM 

During the past decade no penal system in 
the nation has come in for more unfavorable, 
and often unjust, criticism than Georgia’s chain 
gangs. And a number of escaped criminals 
have not only won additional notoriety, but 
have successfully taken advantage of these con- 
ditions to play upon the feelings of outside 


~@ executives to frustrate extradition. 
—~ But all this is in the past. 


With the open- 
ing of Tatnall prison, the last word in penal 
construction, the state of Georgia sets up a 
prison system to serve as a model for the entire 
country. The new penitentiary is ample in 
size, equipment and management to make it 
second to none among the nation’s prisons. 

Much of the criticism levelled at the old 
chain gang system was unjustified by the actual 
facts. Alt h there were admittedly some 
abuses, ually brought about by over-zealous 
guards attendants, the majority of prison- 
ers preferred this life, even with its hardships, 
to incarceration behind the cold walls of a 
penitentiary. It was far more healthful and 
kept the prisoners in better spirits. 

And there are to be no more chain gangs. 
They are being converted into work camps 
limited to a much smaller number of prisoners. 
The available places, and this will come as a 
distinct shock to former critics, are to be given 
to prisoners as a reward for good behavior at 
Tatnall. And it is astonishing, since incarcera- 
tion has been adopted generally.in the state, 
the number of prisoners who not only prefer 
camp life but are willing to walk the chalk line 
to get back to it, 

Another feature of the new system that will 
bear watching for results is the rehabilitation 
camp. This type of camp is to provide a 
wholesome atmosphere, a period of transition, 
so to speak, between the time of release, or 
shortly before release, and the actual returning 
of the prisoner to society. This is expected to 
prepare him, to the greatest extent possible, for 
the beginning of a new life. Separating the 
first offender from the hardened type of crim- 
inal is also expected to do much toward reshap- 
ing the lives of wrongdoers, long regarded as 
one of the nation’s most difficult sociological 
problems. 


AN UNUSUAL CASE 


Ordinarily, when congress appropriates 
funds to defray the cost of an investigation or 
for some other special job, a return call for 
more money is to be expected. The work is 
usually so long drawn out and expensive that 
estimated costs are generally too low. But 
not so in the recent unemployment census. 

The amount provided was $5,000,000, all of 
which was to be spent if necessary. But 
as astonishing as it may seem, the administra- 
tor, John D. Biggers, in his report to the Presi- 
dent, announced the spending of $14,000 less 
than $2,000,000, thus returning to the treasury 
approximately $3,000,000. 

True, a large part of the savings under an- 
ticipated costs was effected by utilizing facili- 
ties of other government agencies as authorized 
in the act of congress. But reimbursement for 
all such services was made and included in the 
cost of the census. One thousand seven hun- 
dred employes worked three shifts a day to 
complete 100,000,000 necessary tabulations in 
the report. Its 2,000 pages will include much 
unusual information heretofore unknown per- 
taining to the nation’s 3,070 counties and 982 
cities of over 10,000 population. 

Unfortunately, business receded so rapidly 
while the census was being taken that a large 
part of the report is already obsolete. This, of 
course, could not be foreseen. But without 
doubt it contains statistics of a sociological na- 
ture that can be utilized in charting the future 
course in unemployment relief. 

Not the least unusual feature of the census, 
however, is the fact that instead of seeking 
additional funds, as is customary, something 
over three-fifts of the money appropriated was 
returned to the United States treasury. Mr. 
Biggers is not only entitled to commendation, 
but he should be promptly assigned to another 
government project. Such talents can undoubt- 
edly be used to advantage. 


PUERTO RICANS LIKE PORK 


Pork is a tempting everyday dish to most 
citizens of the United States, but in Puerto 
Rico the pig is just beginning to come into its 
own. The Puerto Rican Trade Council, which 
has a habit of keeping the press of the nation 
informed on life and things in general on the 
island, provides the information that 13 of 
“these appetizing animals” are being eaten 
there for every 12 consumed last year. 

Puerto Rico, we are told, is “that way” about 
the tasty meat. Since all of the island’s supply 
comes from the mainland, the council is at a 
loss to find any particular reason for the in- 
crease “Apparently,” they say, “Puerto Ricans 
just like the taste.” In spite of the business re- 
cession in the States and the recent shipping 
strikes in San Juan, about 13,000,000 pounds 
were shipped to the island in the first three 
months of this year, 8 per cent more than the 
shipments in the same months of last year. 

To the Puerto Ricans, all thanks for this 
boon to southern farmers. May the good island- 
ers find pork the more delicious as they be- 
come better acquainted with the succulent 
meat.

great indignation in Rome against 
Mr. Ernest Hemingway, the fur- 
bearing author, because of certain 
remarks which he wrote from 
Spain about the valor of Musso- 
lini’s invincible black shirts. 

Mr. Hemingway wrote that the 
conquering legions of the Duce 
marched on two-way feet, or 
words to that effect, and were 
faster in reverse than forward. He 
was referring particularly to their 
conduct at Guadalajara, where the 
Duce’s indomitable hosts executed 
a spirited advance to the rear and 
suffered many casualties from 
trampling. 

It appears that combat experi- 
ence developed in Mussolini’s ir- 
resistibles a peculiarity which no 
other great military captain has 
had to consider as a hazard of war. 
In most invincible legions the front 
rank is regarded as the post of 
maximum peril and highest honor, 
But at Guadalajara, when Musso- 
lini’s brave black shirts encount- 
ered the enemy and started their 
charge for the rear, the men in 
the rear rank found themselves 
overwhelmed by the impetuous 
dash of their comrades in the for- 
ward positions who were climbing 
up their backs in their haste and 
shouting the black shirt war cry 
of “get out of the way and let a 
man run that kin run!” 

It is reliably reported that most 
of the black shirt casualties were 
caused by hobnails, and the Italian 
commander is known to have sent 
a paper to the high command rec- 
ommending that hereafter in 
building military roads it would 
be an excellent idea to bank the 
turns, as his men lost much time 
and many lives slowing up on the 
curves.

gagement was written against the 
background of his own experience 
in the war to end war, in which 
he served with the Italians and 
observed the great Caporetto run. 
He thought the black shirts were 
even faster in retreat than the 
weary and half-hearted soldiers of 
the royal army of those days, and 
predicted that, with a little more 
experience in battle, Mussolini’s 
invincible black shirts could easily 
establish records both in the 
sprints and over a distance of 
ground that would stand for all 
time. 

The Fascist journalists of Rome 
seem to have detected a derogatory 
note in Mr. Hemingway’s tribute 
to the black shirts’ footwork, how- 
ever, and some of them have pro- 
posed that he throw away his pen, 
or typewriter, and meet the black 
shirts personally on the field of 
honor. 

Due allowance must be made for 
the excitability and self-interest of 
the Roman Fascist journalists, who 
receive a subsidy from the Duce 
and therefore are always over- 
eager to sense affront and chal- 
lenge the world in the name of the 
black shirt militia. 

They obviously must know, 
however, that Mr. Hemingway 1s 
now. up in his 40’s, that he weighs 
about 200 pounds and that he has 
not been keeping in athletic trim. 

It was one thing for Mr. Hem- 
ingway to win a newspaper de- 
cision over Mr. Max Eastman in 
a closed room in a dispute over the 
allegation that he wore false eye- 
lashes on his chest. But any fair 
sportsman would be bound to ad- 
mit that Mr. Hemingway, at his 
age and weight, would have no 
chance of catching the Duce’s in- 
vincible legions, who are all young 
and trained to get off their marks 
fast and run all day, always urged 
to greater haste by the hot breath 
of their comrades on their necks.

Ben Brown, the new Southern league umpire and not the 
Atlanta prize fighter, has discovered that persistence pays. 


Brown literally camped on President Trammell Scott’s door- 
way. He met him at the office in the mornings and saw him 
at closing time in the afternoons. 

Each time he asked the same question, 
turned up yet?” 


President Scott told him that there wasn’t any use to keep 
on asking. ‘‘I’m sorry, son, but we have all the umpires we 
can use. I'll keep you in mind.” 
Brown’s reply was, “I'll keep on asking, if you 
don’t mind.” 

Then the break occurred. Polly McLarry called President 
Scott at his home early one morning to inform him that his 
father had passed away. McLarry was leaving at once for Texas 
‘to attend the funeral. 

President Scott thought the matter over. “There 
isn’t any use for me to start looking for an umpire. 
There will be one at the store when I get there in the 
morning.” 

And, sure enough, Brown was there waiting. 
President Scott walked up and said, ‘‘Well, Brown, you have 
stuck it out and won. Go out and see Buck Campbell at the 
ball park and tell him you’re working with him in the New 
Orleans series.” ’ 
| Brown didn’t wait to ask questions. He reported to Camp- 
bell and now is working regularly as an extra man in series 
around the circuit. 

His hustle has attracted attention. Brown worked 

in the Atlanta-Little Rock Sunday double-header, which 

was played in three hours and three minutes. 

“That Brown, who comes from Durham and umpired in 
the Georgia-Florida league last year, has a lot of pepper. I ad- 
vised him at first to try to catch on in a smaller league and 
work himself up to the Southern. 

“But he told me, ‘I’d rather not do that, Mr. Scott; 

I’m good enough for the Southern now.’ ”’ 

Scott admired that spirit and is delighted to see how well 
the newcomer is doing.

NEW RULES ARE HELP. 


President Scott has been working quietly but thoroughly to 
put some speed in the game of baseball in the Southern league. 
. And some of the rules he has put into effect are bound to 

elp. 

Here are some of them: 

“‘Whenever two games are scheduled to be played, 
the second game must be started 20 minutes after the 
first game has been completed.”’ 

‘There shall be no appeal from the decision of the umpire- 
in-chief on a half swing. His decision must be final.”’ 
| “One infielder and the catcher may approach and talk to 
the pitcher when he is in trouble; all other players must remain 
‘in their positions.” 
| “When a pitcher warming up in the ‘bull pen’ has 
been designated to the umpire as a relief pitcher, at the 
call of the umpire he must take his position on the rub- 
ber promptly. Upon reporting on the rubber he is to 
take only the customary five pitches. Co-operation of 
managers with umpire is urged in this matter, as much 
unnecessary time is lost in the change of pitchers.” 

There has been a lot of lost motion in the past. Stalling 
has been too prevalent. Particularly has this been true in chang- 
ing pitchers.

Umpires and managers have been equally at fault. 
| But the new rules demand and are receiving due con- 
sideration. And they are taking minutes off the play- 
ing time of games. | 
Even the most ardent fans “beef” at the unnecessary waste 
of time. Baseball is a different game when the players hustle 
to and from their positions and avoid the little things that slow 
ig the pastime. 


GROUND RULES DRAG. 

Every day a lot of time is spent by the umpires and the 
managers on discussion of ground rules which almost invariably 
are the same, 

True, this ceremony begins before game time, but it often 
takes up more time than is necessary. 

It would be just as simple, it would seem, to have 
printed ground rules and pass them out. That would 
do away with an old custom that is run into the ground. 

It easily could be done. All these years umpires, for in- 
stance, have dressed in the conventional blue. But President 
Scott has changed the mode of attire for night games. 

So if umpires can wear ice cream pants at night and 
get away with it, why wouldn’t printed ground rules 
serve as a noble substitute for all the conversation and 
pointing which needlessly takes place at the plate? 
Knoxville has taken a lead in this matter. Colonel Bob Allen 

has had the ground rules printed and pasted up in conspicuous 
places in press box and grandstand. 

The general public is let in on the ground rules and 
there is less preliminary before the game actually gets 
under way. 

It will take President Scott a little time, of necessity. to 
get all the things done that he has in mind. re

It is never too late, how- 
ever, for corrective exercise, and 
here is one that simply walks 
away with a tummy bulge. 
Position: Stretch the arms high 
overhead, pulling the tummy mus- 
cles up and in. Now bend over, 


and touch the fingers to the floor 
in front of the toes, keeping the 
tummy muscles pulled up. 

Movement: : From this position 
“walk” backward until the weight 
is resting on hands and toes, the 
body stretched out in a straight 
line. Keeping the knees stiff, walk 
back to the hands, continually 
pulling up and in with those tum- 
my muscles. Relax, and repeat the 
exercise not more than three times 
daily for the first week. 

It will not be necessary for you 
to get down on all fours to exer- 
cise if you make a habit of pulling 
up with the abdominal muscles to 
keep them where they belong. 
Don’t try to pull in—this only gets 
your breath. Make it a rule to 
pull up always with the abdomi- 
nal muscles and with the chest, 
and you will continually strength- 
en these muscles as well as cul- 
tivate a naturally beautiful pos- 
ture. 

We don’t grow old by years, we 
grow old by inches, and when the 
figure spreads you can look mid- 
dle-aged at 25. Don’t let excess 
inches change your figure and 
make you look old. :

and indeed from other countries, 
to gaze in their thousands upon 
five flourishing juveniles as be- 
wilderingly alike as five peas in a 
sized can. 


June, July, August and Septem- 
ber are the principal months for 
quint-gazing, although there is 
never a day during the in-between 
months that a few persons do not 
visit the hospital. All the year 
‘round the quints are’ “shown” 
from 9:30 to 10 a. m., weather 
permitting—and there are disap- 
pointment and grumbling when 
the weather doesn’t permit. In the 
tourist months, the time is.extend- 
ed to an hour and an afternoon 
showing added. 


The playground in which the 
quints are viewed is a circular 
lawn equipped with sand pile, 
swings, teeter-totter, bars 
climbing and shallow pool. Encir- 
cling it is a concrete walk on 
which the little girls ride their 
tricycles and their kiddy-cars. 
Spectators are in an enclosed 
passage which goes two-thirds of 
the way around the playground. 
It is entirely glassed on the side 
facing the playground, with fine-

raptured crowd forgets the “si- 
lence” admonitions, and laughs or 
comments. loudly on the quints’ 
antics. They even look sometimes 
when the spectators are few and 
quiet. 

“They are quite aware that peo- 
ple are watching them,” the con- 
stable on duty told me.

The playground was opened in 
June, 1936. Official figures for that 
summer show 389,400 persons in 
96,978‘ cars visited the quints. Last 
year, from mid-June until Sep- 
tember’s end, the attendance was: 
Persons, 375,000; cars, 86,687; bus- 
es, 296; trailers, 788. But for the 
infantile paralysis epidemic, which 
kept many people from venturing 
from home with their children, 
the tourists would have number- 
ed easily half a million. 

The quints are now worth close 
to three-quarters of a million. 
They have $610,000 in Province of 
Ontario bonds, about $20,000 in 
the bank, and cohtracts pending 
which will take their fortune past 
the $700,000 mark. It is anticipat- 
ed that when they have reached 
$1,000,000, they and their “depend- 
ents” can live on the income with- 
out touching the principal. 

However, their $6,000-a-year 
business manager, Keith Munro, 
formers Toronto newspaperman, 
| points out that shortly some heavy 
expenditures must be incurred. 
They must have more house room 
and a bigger playground, where 
they can roam in natural sur- 
roundings. 

From the time of their birth, the 
quintuplets have slept in the same 
room, except when one or another 
was isolated because of a cold. Da- 
foe hospital contains a sleeping 
porch, a play room, bathroom (in 
whose adult-size tub the quints are 
bathed one at a time), small school 
room, office, dining room an 
kitchen. The adjacent staff house, 
which accommodates the provin- 
cial policemen who guard 
|quints, the domestics, nurses and 
teachers, is divided into two 
wings, male and female, and has 
its own kitchen and living room. 
There are a housekeeper , two 
maids, two nurses, Miss Molly 
O’Shaughnessy, of North Bay, as 
Irish as her name, and Miss Louise 
'Corriveau, of Penetanguishene,

guise. Now while you are young 
is the very time for you to branch 
out, forget about the family and 
have some fun. 


Not that your unselfish atti- 
tude isn’t admirable up to a c¢er- 
tain point but that you have 
reached that point and should 
withdraw just enough to show 
your mother and sister what 
your financial support has meant 
to them. You shouldn’t permit 
them to grasping at your sal- 
ary while they are shutting you 
out of their close corporation. 
Then do your part by them and 
save some of your money for 
personal pleasure on the side. 


There are a lot of queer quirks 
in human nature which we recog- 
nize but can’t explain. One of them 
is the partiality of a mother for 
one child over others. It’s fre- 
quently true that the dear darling 
deserves less than the others but 
there’s some bond between her 
and the parent that draws them 
closer and closer together until the 
sisters and brothers are shut out. 
Sometimes a congeniality of spirit

IN HUNGERFORD SUIT 


Maryland Court Asked To 
Determine If Georgia or 
N. Y. Was Residence. 


The chancellory court of Dela- 
ware will conduct an inquiry to 
determine whether the domicile 
of the late Julia Whitehead Hun- 
gerford was in Georgia or New 
—" it was learned here yester- 

ay. 

The Delaware case arose when 
Coca Cola International filed an 
interpleader asking to whom it 
should issue certificates for the 
estimated $600,000 worth of stock 
owned by Mrs. Hungerford. 

Under terms of the will probat- 
ed in Georgia after her death in 
1935, the estate, with the excep- 
tion of a small bequest te her hus- 
band, Robert Hungerford, was to 
be divided equally between her 
mother, Mrs. John E, Murphy, and 
her sister, Mrs. Julian Riley, both 
of Atlanta. Hughes Spalding and 
Dr, Julian Riley were named 
executors. 

The Georgia supreme court ren- 
dered a decision that Mrs. Hun- 
gerford was a resident of Georgia. 

Hungerford sued to establish 
that his wife was a resident of the 
state of New York, and that under 
New York law he was entitled to 
half the estate. The New York 
courts upheld his claim, and ap- 
pointed administrators in that 
state. The entire estate is valued 
at approximately $1,C00,000. 

Mrs. Hungerford was the daugh- 
ter of the late John E. Murphy, 
Atlanta capitalist. Her first hus- 
hand was Conkey Whitehead.

In Ancient Halls

LAGRANGE, Ga., May 17.—Sit- 
ting high on a hill overlooking La- 
Grange, the City of Roses and 
Elms, is LaGrange. College, more 
than 100 years old, and reminding 
one of ante-bellum crinoline, curls 
and candles. 
It was one of the earliest insti- 
tutions for women in America. 
Old ivy and the placidity of the 
place have an appeal all their own, 
but the modern miss who is 
student there, is a far cry from 
her more demure sister of former 


days. 

It had its beginning in 1831 and 
since that time has been function- 
ing, attracting thousands of young 
women from Georgia and neigh- 
boring states. 

Oreon Smith hall, oldest build- 
ing of the campus quadrangle, rep- 
resents the rich heritage of the in- 
stitution. There are four massive 
ivy clad columns supporting the 
colonial style building. They have 
long been known as Matthew, 
Mark, Luke and John, after the 
four disciples. 

The college entrance is flanked 
by lamp posts from Bellevue, his- 
toric estate of the late Senator 
Benjamin Harvey Hill, who was a 
trustee of the college and whose 
beautiful colonial home is within 
a stone’s throw of the campus. 

Dr. William FE. Thompson, of 
Savannah, who has been president 
of the college since 1920, will re- 
tire at the end of the present se- 
mester.

Georgia Omitted From List 
of States Getting U. S. Dis- 
trict Magistrates.

new federal judges. The bill now 
goes to the White House for Presi- 


dent Roosevelt’s signature. 

The bill would authorize ap- 
pointment of additional judges for 
the following circuit courts of ap- 
peals: Second (Vermont, Conhec- 
ticut and New York; fifth (Geor- 
gia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Louisiana, Texas and the Canal 
Zone); sixth (Ohio, ichigan, 
Kentucky and Tennessee); and 
seventh (Indiana, Illinois and Wis- 
consin), and the District of Co- 
lumbia court of appeals.

Washington, northern Illinois, 
southern New York, western Vir- 
ginia, eastern and western Ar- 
kansas (combined), northern Cali- 
fornia, southern California, Mas- 
sachusetts, eastern and middle 
Tennessee (combined) and three 
in the District of Columbia.

Response to Few Good Earn-| 
ings Statements Is Inter- 
esting Feature.

NEW YORK, May 17.—On its 
monetary side, this recession is 
unique. Compared to interest 
rates, the supply of credit and the 
amount of bank deposit dollars, 
the rate of production has never 
been so low. 

It is not unusual for money to 
be abundant and the charge for 
it low after the recession has liq- 
uidated outstanding commitments 
and a foundation has been laid for 
recovery, but even by that stand- 
ard the present situation is 
unusual. 


To take money rates, the Treas- 
ury has just sold a 91-day bill is- 
sue at an average cost to the gov- 
ern of 0.027 per cent on an an- 
nual basis. This is'a record low 
and only 51 per cent of the amount 
bid for was accepted. Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau tells the 
senate finance committee that the 
credit of the government is “as 
high or higher than it ever has 
been,” and, judged by the rates at 
which it is énabled to do its fi- 
nancing, this statement is 100 per 
cent correct. 

So we have the return on gov- 
ernment bonds as well as on short 
dated obligations at a record low 
and the government debt at a rec- 
ord high, both conditions coincid- 
ing with a severe industrial reces- 
sion. The combination is not only 
unusual, but makes advisable ex- 
treme caution in forecasting either 
the financial or industrial future. 
The secretary of the treasury real- 
izes that, for he declines to make 
any predictions as to what will 
happen from now on either as to 
money rataes or as to government 
credit. All he could say was that, 
to date, the record was satisfac- 
tory. 


The statement of the reporting 
member banks in 101 cities this 
week shows that old loans are still 
being paid off faster than new 
ones are being negotiated. That 
statement is true for the system as 
a whole, although the New York 
city banks in their latest report 
showed a nominal increase in bor- 
rowings by business. The defla- 
tion is most severe in loans to 
brokers and dealers, but that 
cannot go on indefinitely. It is 
fair to assume that the turn is 
near in total amount of bank 
credit outstanding as additions to 
holdings of government obligations 
make up for the’ contraction in 
loans. 


The only place the money situa- 
tion is reflected is in the invest- 
ment market, where not only gov- 
ernment bonds, but corporate is- 
sues of the highest grade are in 
fair demand. Lately the strength 
has been communicated, to a de- 
gree at least, to the best preferred 
stocks. 

From the speculative standpoint, 
the interesting feature is the re- 
sponse to the few good earnings 
statements appearing. Whenever 
a corporation is able to make even 
a respectable comparison with op- 
erations a year ago on a quarter- 
ly basis, the stock firms up. When- 
ever, as in the case of the local 
tractions, a plausible excuse exists, 
speculative interest on the buying 
side is aroused. Securities are 
ready to advance if outside devel- 
opments take a turn for the better.

---Both Miss, But Honor Is Satistied 


HAVANA, May 17.—(#)—Two 
angry duellists settled an affair of 
honor today with two 44-caliber 
slugs that missed. 

Augustin Parla, Cuban aviation 
hero of bygone days, and Jose 


Gonzales Escarpeta, who critictzed 
his achievements in columns of the 
newspaper El Mundo, fired one 
shot at each other at 30 paces 
without a hit. 

Master-at-Arms Jose Rivas then 
persuaded them that honor had 
been satisfied. They shook hands. 

The duel was held on a ranch 
near the city. 

Parla became one of aviation 
history’s early heroes on May 19, 
1913, when he flew from Key West 
to Muriel Bay, Cuba, for which 


he was awarded a $5,000 prize by 
'the Havana city council.

Upon his return to 
shore, Parla was placed under ar- 
rest by local police, charged with 
attempting to kill himself. Parla 
is said to have placed a revolver 
against his temple, when he 
threatened to kill himself. His 
friends are said to have taken the 
revolver from him.” 


ROSILLO SPANS STRAITS 
AGAIN AS A HERO 

KEY WEST, Fla., May 17.—(?) 
On the twenty-fifth anniversary 
of his solo flight from Key West 
to Havana, Domingo Rosillo, vet- 
eran Cuban aviator, again span- 


ined the Florida straits by air to- 
day. 


This time he flew in a Pan- 
American Clipper which stopped 
here to pick him and his party up. 
The flight ended a four-day round 
of honors in which Rosillo, now 
61, was decorated and feted as a 
hero. 

On May 17, 1913, Rosillo made 
the first flight between the United 
States and Havana, winning a $10,- 
000 prize offered by the Cuban 
city for the first man to join the 
two nations by air. His plane then 
was a 50-horsepower Morane- 
Saulnier. 

Today he carried a packet of air 
mail on which was affixed spe- 
'cial Cuban stamps issued to com- 
.memorate his historic flight.
